LONDON lift—The museums and 


art galleries here all close by dusk. 
This leaves only one place for cul- 
ture-hungry American visitors to 
go after dark—a night club. 


It is a poor place, however, to 


study the English in their native 
haunt. 


Most night clubs during this cor- 


onation prelude are inhabited sole- 
ly by American tourisls, excepl for 
an occasional losl and wandering 
Auslralian. Only a weallhy Eng 
lishman can afford lo go and laugh 
at the Americans at play. 


Night clubs are pretty much the 


same the world around, and those 
hern are noted for their stricl ad- 
herence. To a mellow old Brilish 
tradition of longstanding—thai is, 
Ihe house never buys a drink. 


It is hard, indeed, even for a 


customer to buy what passes for 
an ordinary drink in America. The 
barlender doesn't use a jigger. He 
uses a thimble, and the thimble 
would be tight on the finger of a 
lady midget. 


After 
he pours a drink, 
the 


waiter then tries desperately to 
rush it to the table before it evap- 
orates- Most Americans order "a 
double Scotch," and in most night 
clulis this one will wet most of the 


bottom of the glass. If the customer 
wanls a drink that.will begin lo 
melt the ice, he calls for "a dou 
ble."

A wise tourist leaves his walle 


behind when h'e goes lo a nigh 
cluh. Inslead he carries along : 
medium - sized briefcase sluffcc 
wilh one pound noles. If you pay 
the check at on.e night club and de 
cide to go on to another, you firs 
stop by al your hole! and fill 
the briefcase again. 


The fatal mistake of the aver 


age night club "tourist is to thin! 
of pound noles as dollar bills, be 
cause they go so fast. By the tim 
he realizes a pound is worth $2.3 
he usually has to cable his dea 
old ount back home for money t 
bail him out.
